OTHER SHOTSTOWERS 


There are only a few shot-towers 
in the United States. One in Phila- 
delphia, fonr in New York (two of 
which are not in operation,) one at 
Newport, R. I. one in Chicago, one 
in St. Louis, and one at Max Meads 
ows, near Wytheville, Va, make up 
the whole list. The last named is 
what is called a “natural” tower. A 
shaft was sunk in a spur of a moun- 
tain, from which lead was mined un- 
til it wes worked down almost toa 
level with the base of the hill, and 
was there intersected by a horizuntal 
shaft worked in from the lower level. 
This hole, a hundred feet deep (or 
hich), is used for a shot-tower, and 
supplies the local demand. It is said 
that the baltimore tower and the St. 
Louis Tower could supply all the 
shot thet ave used in the United 
States. 

The lead is procured in Colorado 
and in the mining regions in other 
Territories. As is well known, gold 
ail silver are found in combination 
with fead, and when the precious me- 
‘nls afe'extractad sometimes nincty 
per cont, of lead is left with the 
drosd. This is sold so cheap that it 
ean be brought to Baltimore to be 
wade into shot. The cost. of transs 
portation is less than to Philadelphia 
or New York, end to this extent the

Mr. EpIrToR:—]I left your Town yester- 
day, and in company with several others, 
lam paying a visit to the city of Broth- 
erly Love. On arriving at the Commer- 
cial Hotel, I found a card hanging in the 
office announcing the fact that Ann Eliza 
Young, the 19th wife of the celebrated 
Mormon chief, was to deliver an address 
at Concert Hall, delineating a true pic- 
ture of the life of a plural wife of a Mor- 
mon. 

Mrs, Young ia a woman of about 28 
years of age, rather pretty, a little above 
medium height, of fair complexion, light 
brown hair, with dark eyes. She isa fine 
reader, or speaker, for she scarcely saw 
her manuscript, although it wan by her 
side. She articula beautifully, and 
utters her words in aclear and distinct 
voice, well modulated, nat loud byt suf- 
ficently ao as to be heard all over the 
Hall, which at that time contained about 
four hundred persans. After the lecture 
was ooncluced, your correspondent had 
the pleasure of quite a lengthy conversa- 
tion with tie lecturer, in the presence of 
a namber of ladies and gentlemen, among 
whom were officers of the U, S, Govern- 
ment who had been stationed at Salt Lake 
City, and who attested to the truth of 
many of ‘ker historic allusions. Your 
correspondent remarked while shaking 
hands with the lectarer, that he thought 
she wauld be able to do some good in the 
world, and that he hoped her mission 
might be prosperous. She replicd, with 
tears in her eyes, that that was the in- 
centive to the course she had taken,and 
that she hoped to be able to save somo 
other deluded persons from taking a step 
which she once thought was her duty,but 
now regarded as worse than death. Her 
mother, Mrs. Eliza J. Webb, was still a 
Mormon, she said, and she showed me & 
letter written by her desiring her return 
to the fald, Yet the old lady frankly ad- 
mitted that the treatment of Brigham to 
his 19th was a justification of the course 
she had taken.

FALL Porators—Many persons prefer 
in this Portion of the country to detay 
planting until June, whilst uthers always 
aim to have'their crop in the middle of 
this haath. , The soil shon!d be well pu’- 
verized; unjess made mellow you will fail 
of a crop: Deep and thorough‘preparation 
is essential, since this crop must withstand 
the drought df sammer, and no crop is 
more Benchitted by sab soiling. Opinions 
differ xs to whether planting in hills or 
drila às ‘tncet ‘advantageous, though in 
working with plow and cultivator hils 
aro ai¢ourse. mare convenient, We have 
heret-fore alluded to the usefu'ness of 
the Thomas harrow in growing potatoes. 
In hill culture do not make the hills too 
higit ; let them be rather flat or even hol- 
low, thatthe falling rains may not run 
of, 

The manures best suited to potatoes are 
thodd rich in’ the mineral elements, phos. 
phates, polash and magnesia, though 
Peruyjan guano is usually found also an 
excellent npPlication. Well-rotted man- 
ure from the barti yard also succeeds well 
but rough green manures tend to discase, 
and injuriously affect the quality of the 
product. 

An occasional dusting of plaster over 
the vines is beneficial, and this material 
mixed with ashes, salt and bone dust, or 
eitber of them, makes a good fertilizer sor 
this crop.

Passrevixa Cur FLowrws.—Cut 
flowers in vases will keep much longer if 
the vases are filled with white sand, and 
with water gh barely to cover it, or 
rather oft thoroughly wet. Water 
by itself the stems. so that they lose 
the power of drawing up moisture ; but 
this does not occur so readily where they 
ere thrust into the wet sand. The sand 
ahould be washed by having water poured 
on it and drained off before use; other- 
wise, the salt which all sea sand contains 
will prove injurions, As wet eandis an 
anhandy thirg to put into vases, it is 
well to have it washed and dry before- 

and. 

A French chemist recommends putting 
sa) arcmoniac to the water in which cut 
flowers are placed, say 5 grains toa pint 
and a-half of water, to preserva them.
